(1)  Information  concerning  the  statutory  and  voluntary  Health  and 
Welfare  Services  in  the  area  are  given  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report, 
and  further  details  may  be  obtained  from  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  at  the  Divisional  Medical  Office,  David  Street,  Northwich. 


(2)  HOSPITAL  FACILITIES 

The  Northwich  Urban  District  lies  within  the  Manchester  Regional 
Hospital  Board's  area,  whose  offices  are  at  Cheetwood  Road,  Manchester, 
8.  Telephone  Number  -  Deansgate  644l . 

(3)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Specimens  and  samples  taken  by  the  Health  Department  are 
submitted  for  examination  to  the  Chester  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

(4)  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is 
under  radio  control  from  central  control  at  County  Hall,  Chester. 

All  999  calls  made  by  members  of  the  public  are  immediately  connected 
to  this  central  control.  The  arrangement  for  non-urgent  calls  is 
that  the  patient  or  general  practitioner  should  ring  the  Northwich 
Depot  -  Telephone  Number  -  Northwich  3355* 
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SECTION  III 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  -  1951 


Section  47 

Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and 
are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the 
local  authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order 
to  remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 

With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 1  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  any 
duly  qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
authorised  by  the  Council  to  make  the  requisite  application  to  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 


Section  50 


Under  this  Section  the  District  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for 
the  burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  either  Sections 
during  the  year.

(2)  PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS 


The  increase  in  notifications  was  a  result  of  the  clinical  follow 
up  of  cases  discovered  during  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  survey  which 
took  place  in  the  latter  half  of  1965.  It  is  sobering  to  think  of  the 
number  of  persons  at  present  fit  and  well,  who  v/ill  be  infected  by  those 
unknown  cases  of  tuberculosis  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  make  no 
effort  to  attend  the  unit  when  it  visits  the  area. 


(3)  NON-PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS 

This  was  a  case  of  Tuberculous  Meningitis.

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(1)  WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Water  services  are  under  the  control  of  the  Mid  and  South  East 
Cheshire  Water  Board,  whose  offices  are  at  Weaverham  Grange,  Northwich. 

The  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

During  the  year,  the  Water  Board  submitted  copies  of  the  bacteriologist's 
report  on  43  samples  of  water  taken  in  the  Northwich  Urban  District.  In 
addition  three  samples  were  taken  by  our  own  Department  for  examination. 

All  the  samples  were  satisfactory. 

The  water  in  the  district  is  not  liable  to  have  a  plumbo-solvent 
action. 

There  are  no  stand-pipes  in  the  Urban  District. 

(2)  PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

Swimming  attendances  during  the  year  1966  were  11 5*752,  and  receipts 
totalled  £4,105*  0.  8d.  During  the  summer  season  it  was  necessary  to  limit 
the  swimming  time  of  each  swimmer  to  40  minutes,  to  enable  as  many  patrons 
as  possible  to  gain  admittance. 

Amongst  those  benefiting  from  the  use  of  the  baths  are  the  physically 
and  mentally  handicapped  people  of  the  district.  This  is  a  new  venture 
and  has  proved  very  popular  and  successful. 

It  is  hoped  to  build  a  small  teaching  pool  adjacent  to  the  main  pool, 
and  this  would  help  to  relieve  the  congestion. 

The  four  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year  were  satisfactory. 


Paddling  Pool  -  Church  Walk 

This  amenity  was  in  full  use  during  the  summer  months  and  is  filled  and 
emptied  twice  weekly;  the  water  is  treated  with  sodium  hypochlorite  solution. 

(3)  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  contract  for  resewering  the  central  parts  of  the  town  has  nearly 
reached  completion  and  the  foul  sewage  should  be  pumped  from  Barons  Quay 
Pumping  Station  to  Dock  Road  Pumping  Station  and  to  Wallerscote  Sewage  Works 
in  May,  1967. 

Already  some  of  the  outfalls  to  the  Rivers  Dane  and  Weaver  have  been 
disconnected  and  storm  water  only  will  be  discharged  into  the  River  Weaver 
when  the  scheme  is  completed. 

The  foul  flow  from  the  Western  side  of  the  River  Weaver  has  still  to  be 
brought  under  the  River  Weaver  by  syphon  and  contract  details  are  being 
prepared . 

The  second  stage  of  the  resewerage  scheme  comprising  the  redevelopment 
of  Deck  Road  Pumping  Station  and  associated  sewers  and  pumping  mains  is  under 
consideration  but  a  third  pump  has  been  installed  temporarily  in  Dock  Road 
to  deal  with  the  flow  from  Barons  Quay. 

Investigations  of  sewers  thought  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  other  areas 
of  the  town  are  proceeding. 
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(4)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


There  is  still  a  chemical  closet  in  the  district  but  this  is  in  an 
area  where  there  is  not  access  to  the  public  sewers. 

(5)  REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  refuse  collection  service  continues  to  function  quite  smoothly 
although  difficulties  arise  from  time  to  time  in  respect  of  man-power 
shortages . 

A  new  continuous  loading  vehicle  was  delivered  in  August  1966,  with 
the  result  that  it  is  now  possible  to  give  a  regular  weekly  service 
throughout  the  Urban  District. 

It  is  not  possible  to  foresee  any  improvement  in  connection  with 
man-power.  There  is  very  little  to  offer  the  staff  engaged  in  this 
work  other  than  regular  full-time  employment,  and  since  this  is  available 
in  more  attractive  employment,  this  in  itself  is  no  great  attraction. 
Although  it  is  repetition  of  what  has  been  said  in  previous  years,  the 
only  hope  of  improving  conditions  fcr  these  workmen  is  the  use  of  paper 
sacks  instead  of  dustbins,  which,  with  modern  vehicles  make  for  easier 
loading. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  remove  everything  from  premises 
that  the  householder  requests,  and  this  is  done  free  of  charge;  this 
includes  garden  refuse  and  «ld  household  furniture.  This  is  done  in  an 
attempt  to  prevent  dumping  of  surplus  material  in  odd  corners,  playing 
fields  and  spare  land.  Unfortunately  it  is  still  necessary  to  go  round 
the  district  from  time  to  time  and  remove  the  various  accumulations  which 
arise . 

The  collection  and  sale  of  waste  paper  and  salvage  continues  to  be 
satisfactory,  and  although  the  amounts  collected  and  the  cash  received 
are  slightly  below  1965*  this  was  mainly  due  to  the  slight  recession  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  year,  probably  due  to  the  credit  squeeze.

Although  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  market  for  waste  paper  is  very 
variable  it  is  also  fortunate  that  a  large  amount  of  waste  paper  can  be 
disposed  of  in  this  manner  rather  than  having  to  put  it  on  the  refuse 
tip.  It  is  becoming  apparent  that  other  commodities  in  refuse,  such 
as  plastic,  are  increasing  in  volume  whilst  at  the  same  time  there  is  a 
decrease  in  the  amount  of  ashes  in  the  refuse.  The  consequence  is  that 
we  are  faced  with  an  increasing  problem  of  disposing  of  commodities 
which  do  not  decompose  particularly  well,  and  at  the  same  time,  are  short 
of  "ashes"  which  make  for  a  solid  tip,  and  provide  useful  covering 
material. 

During  1966  approximately  450  bins  were  provided  as  renewals  but  as 
commented  in  the  196.5  report,  having  had  one  or  two  years  of  low  numbers 
of  renewals  it  was  obvious  that  there  would  be  an  increase  in  future  years. 
Even  so,  with  something  like  6,500  houses,  if  650  bins  were  issued  this 
would  represent  a  10-year  life  on  an  average  for  a  dustbin,  so  that  with 
the  present  issue  dustbins  are  having  a  longer  life  than  is  normally 
estimated. 
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Dustbins  are  provided  on  the  basis  of  one  per  dwelling  house  and 
this  is  a  charge  to  the  rate  fund.  If  the  dwelling  is  attached  to  a 
business  any  additional  bins  required  are  provided  by  the  occupier  of 
the  business.  In  the  event  of  premises  being  entirely  business  the 
occupiers  are  expected  to  provide  their  own  receptacles, 

(6)  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 


The  refuse  tip  is  situated  off  the  New  Warrington  Road,  and  an 
annual  rent  is  paid  for  its  use.  There  are  no  immediate  difficulties 
with  regard  to  land  for  future  tipping  since  room  is  available  on  the 
site  for  several  years,  and  negotiations  are  in  hand  for  the  purchase 
of  another  site. 

(7)  CANAL  BOATS 


During  the  year  a  review  of  the  registered  boats  was  made.  It 
was  found  that  a  number  of  boats  had  been  sold,  presumably  for  pleasure 
craft,  and  others  taken  out  of  use,  thus  reducing  the  number  of 
registered  boats  to  40. 

(8)  LICENSED  CARAVAN  SITES 


There  are  no  licensed  caravan  sites  in  Northwich,  although  from 
time  to  time  unauthorised  parking  of  caravans  does  take  place.  In 
1961,  under  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Act,  1953?  the  following  Order 
was  made  by  the  Magistrates  :- 

"That  no  moveable  dwellings  of  any  kind  shall  be  placed 
within  a  radius  of  200  yards  from  the  site  of  a  caravan 
then  situated  on  land  fronting  Warrington  Old  Road, 

Northwich,  adjacent  to  the  southerly  boundary  of  the 
site  of  a  disused  railway  line." 

On  one  occasion  it  was  necessary  to  take  action  in  respect  of  two 
caravans.  In  both  cases,  the  prosecution  was  successful,  each  owner 
of  the  caravan  being  fined  £5.  0.  Od. ,  with  a  threat  of  a  daily  penalty 
if  the  caravans  were  not  removed.  On  all  other  occasions  of  unauthor¬ 
ised  parking  it  was  possible  to  have  the  caravans  moved  as  a  result  of 
verbal  instructions . 

(9)  RODENT  CONTROL 


One  man  is  employed  as  Rodent  Control  Operative.  In  addition  to 
giving  treatment  at  premises,  he  maintains  a  regular  inspection  and 
treatment  of  refuse  tips  and  other  sites  which  can  be  a  source  of 
infestation.  A  free  service  is  given  to  householders  in  respect  of  rats 
and  mice  but  in  the  case  of  business  premises  the  preliminary  service 
only ,  is  free . 

No  full-scale  sewer  treatment  was  carried  out  during  the  year, 
although  a  close  watch  was  kept  to  ensure  that  no  infestation  was  building 
up  in  the  sewers.  The  sewers  run  full  and  on  occasions  of  storm  the 
sewers  become  surcharged.  Whilst  from  one  point  of  view  this  causes 
difficulties,  from  the  point  of  View  of  rodent  control  it  discourages  any 
serious  sewer  infestation.  There  has  .been  no  serious  infestation  in 

Northwich,  most  complaints  having  followed  the  disturbance  of  rats  by 
demolition  work. 

Infestations  do  arise  occasionally  on  railway  embankments  but  on 
notification  British  Railways  give  the  necessary  treatment.  Probably 
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the  greatest  source  of  infestation  is  due  to  the  dumping  of  articles  by- 
people.  The  resulting  accumulations  give  harbourage  for  rats  and  if  the 
people  concerned  would  only  take  the  trouble  to  contact  this  department, 
the  problem  could  be  dealt  with,  with  the  minimum  of  trouble  to  everyone.

There  has  been  a  decrease  of  one  in  the  number  of  premises  registered, 
there  being  43  hairdressers  and  barbers  registered  with  the  Authority. 

( 1 4)  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 


No  action  under  this  legislation  has  yet  been  taken.  However,  it 
is  evident  from  visits  made  to  houses,  that  for  other  reasons,  progress 
towards  clean  air  is  being  made.  A  number  of  householders  are 
installing  modern  heating  appliances,  this  being  undoubtedly  due  to  the 
benefits  which  accrue  to  the  housewife  from  these  amenities.  At  the  same 
time  the  health  of  the  community  benefits  from  the  reduction  in  smoke 
pollution. 

From  time  to  time  smoke  problems  have  arisen  from  the  activities  of 
British  Railways.  However,  it  is  our  experience  that  the  Divisional 
Manager  takes  immediate  action  when  complaints  are  brought  to  his  attention. 
It  should  be  realised  that  around  Northwich  Station  there  are  sheds  at 
which  the  locomotives  raise  steam,  during  which  time  emission  of  smoke 
is  inevitable,  and  although  the  change  over  to  diesels  is  taking  place, 
this  is  a  process  which  takes  years  rather  than  months.  It  is  possible 
however,  that  some  improvement  will  take  place  at  the  sheds  around 
Northwich  station  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

The  main  industry  of  Northwich  is  the  heavy  chemical  industry  which 
by  its  very  size  must  give  rise  to  some  aerial  pollution.  Over  many 
years  the  firm  has  maintained  progress  in  decreasing  these  emissions  to 
atmosphere  and  complies  with  legal  requirements.  It  is  accepted  that 
there  must,  occasionally,  be  incidents  which  can  give  rise  to  nuisance. 

When  these  isolated  instances  occur,  every  effort  is  made  by  the  management 
to  prevent  a  re-occurrence.  From  time  to  time  climatic  conditions  prevent 
the  emission  from  even  the  highest  stacks  escaping  to  the  upper 
atmosphere.  A  nuisance  may  then  result  but  this  is  obviously  beyond  the 
control  of  the  firm. 

There  is  complete  co-operation  with  H.M.  Alkali  Inspectors  who  have 
responsibility  for  the  control  of  the  greater  proportion  of  emissions  to 
atmosphere  of  the  chemical  and  neighbouring  salt  industries. 

On  odd  occasions  complaints  do  arise  concerning  other  industries  in 
and  about  the  town  but  these  do  not  normally  present  any  serious  nuisance. 

(15)  MORTUARY 


The  mortuary  is  available  for  the  Northwich  Urban  District  and  for 
certain  parishes  in  the  Rural  District  which  adjoin  the  Urban  District 
boundaries.  The  mortuary  itself  consists  of  a  post-mortem  room,  a 
refrigerator  with  space  for  three  bodies,  a  chapel  or  viewing  room,  a 
waiting  room  and  a  doctors'  room.  Admission  for  deaths  occurring  in 
ether  than  normal  circumstances  is  under  the  authority  of  the  police  and 
during  the  year  39  admissions  were  made.  The  chapel  in  the  mortuary  is 
used  as  a  Chapel  of  Rest,  flowers  being  provided  from  the  Council's  Parks 
Department.  This  is  a  facility  which  is  greatly  appreciated  by  those 
who  have  insufficient  facilities  at  home  to  keep  a  body,  pending  internment. 
There  were  73  such  admissions  during  the  year. 

(16)  FACTORIES  ACT,  1961 

The  main  source  of  employment  in  Northwich  is  at  the  various  chemical 
works  which  are  owned  by  I.C.I.  Ltd.  The  other  industries  include  a 
steel  works,  shipbuilding  yards,  leather  works  and  clothing  factories.

(18)  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

During  1966  work  continued  with  the  inspection  of  registered  premises 
followed  by  further  visits  to  see  the  progress  being  made  in  remedying  any 
defects  which  were  noted  to  occupiers  and  owners  after  the  first  inspection. 
It  has  been  found  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  Regulations  have  been 
accepted  and  the  co-operation  of  the  occupiers  of  premises  has  been  most 
satisfactory.  Although  in  some  cases  work  necessary  to  comply  with  the 
various  aspects  has  proceeded  rather  slowly,  this  is  not  necessarily  the 
fault  of  the  people  concerned,  but  rather  the  difficulty  of  finding  a 
builder  who  will  carry  out  the  minor  repairs  and  improvements.  The 
requirements  of  the  Act  and  Regulations  are  often  more  speedily  carried  out 
in  premises  occupied  by  the  larger  firms,  who  accept  their  responsibilities 
more  readily  than,  say,  the  smaller  shops  who  have  living  accommodation 
attached,  and  often  regard  the  employees  as  part  of  the  family.

It  is  hoped  that  the  redevelopment  of  the  area  will  begin  as  soon  as 
a  minimum  number  of  the  properties  have  been  demolished,  in  order  that  as 
many  as  possible  of  the  residents  will  have  the  opportunity  to  continue 
to  reside  in  an  area  with  which  they  are  familiar. 

Although  no  official  action  has  been  commenced  in  the  Church  Road, 
Paradise  Street,  Station  Road  and  Witton  Street  area,  various  properties 
are  being  purchased  as  and  when  they  become  available  and  are  offered  to 
the  Council.  The  deterioration  which  is  taking  place  in  the  properties 
so  purchased  will  require  some  action  in  the  near  future.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  houses  of  such  poor  standard  have  to  remain  because  of 
the  lack  of  building  land  necessary  to  provide  alternative  accommodation. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  widening  of  Witton  Street  in  the  area  of 
the  Witton  Street/Warrington  Road  Clearance  Area;  this  will  no  doubt  be 
completed  early  in  1967* 

The  demolition  of  the  properties  in  the  London  Road/Hollands  Road 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  commenced  in  1966.  Delays  occurred  with 
some  of  the  properties  but  it  is  expected  that  the  whole  area  will  be 
cleared  in  1967*  The  only  difficulty  is  likely  to  be  finding  suitable 
alternative  accommodation  for  the  occupiers  of  the  shops. 

(21)  INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES 


Seven  houses  were  represented  as  individual  unfit  houses,  two  were 
subject  to  Closing  Orders,  and  five  closed  with  Undertakings  not  to  re-let. 
Part  of  a  house  was  closed  under  Section  l8  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957* 

Subsequently  one  of  the  houses  subject  to  an  Undertaking  not  to 
re-let  was  made  fit  and  the  Undertaking  withdrawn. 

(22)  GRANTS  FOR  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF  OLD  HOUSES 


No  action  has  yet  been  taken  with  regard  to  making  Improvement  Areas 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1964. 

The  procedure  is  regarded  as  somewhat  complicated,  and,  no  doubt, 
like  many  other  authorities,  if  a  more  simple  approach  could  be  made  to 


15 


carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  Act,  more  enthusiasm  could  be  shown,  both  by 
the  officers  and  elected  representatives  of  this  local  authority. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note,  however,  the  improvements  which  are  taking 
place  throughout  the  town  in  housing  which  has  been  regarded  as  sub¬ 
standard  for  many  years.  Many  owners  of  property  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  income  from  rented  houses  is  insufficient  to  maintain  their 
houses  in  good  condition.  If,  however,  they  become  owner-occupied, 
immediate  improvement  becomes  noticeable.  By  the  efforts  of  the  occup¬ 
ants  themselves,  in  many  cases  assisted  by  improvement  grants,  properties 
which  were  almost  in  the  category  of  being  "unfit"  have  been  modernised 
and  are  now  very  acceptable  for  anyone  to  live  in. 

In  connection  with  applications  for  grants  this  Council  are  very 
anxious  to  encourage  people  to  improve  and  repair  houses. 

As  and  when  applications  are  received,  each  house  is  inspected  by  a 
Health  Inspector  and  a  list  of  repairs  to  make  the  house  fit  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Housing  Act  is  supplied  to  the  owner.  The  improvement  of 
the  property  is  supervised  by  the  Surveyor's  Department. 

The  Council  are  carrying  out  an  experiment  with  two  houses  in 
Greenall  Road,  which,  prior  to  repair  and  improvement  were  subject  to 
Closing  Orders,  and  practically  derelict.  The  amount  of  money  involved 
in  this  project  is,  of  course,  higher  than  one  would  expect  the  owner  of 
an  individual  house  to  spend,  but  the  condition  of  these  houses  necessit¬ 
ates  this  expenditure  and  is  justified  in  that  the  improved  houses,  when 
completed,  will  give  an  example  and  set  a  standard  for  the  neighbourhood.

(1)  MILK 


The  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1939 

The  number  of  distributors  of  milk  in  the  Urban  District  has  dropped 
from  53  to  48,  and  no  milk  is  produced  within  the  boundaries. 

The  duties  of  milk  sampling  are  carried  out  by  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  since  they  are  responsible  for  the  licensing  of  distributors  in 
respect  of  Special  Designated  milk.

(2)  ICE-CREAM

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(3)  COOKED  MEAT  PRODUCTS 


18  samples  of  various  meat  products  were  taken  and  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination.  There  are  no  formal  standards  laid  down 
for  this  particular  type  of  food  but  results  can  indicate  whether  the 
standard  of  manufacture,  handling  and  storage  can  be  improved.  In  the 
event  of  any  samples  not  being  satisfactory,  the  necessary  investigations 
are  carried  out  and  recommendations  made  to  those  responsible  »n  how  to 
improve  their  methods.  It  was  considered  that  three  were  not  up  to 
standard  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken. 

With  the  fitting  of  more  refrigerated  display  cabinets  and  cold 
storage  facilities,  improvements  in  this  type  of  food  must  take  place. 

At  the  same  time,  it  is  essential  that  manufacturers  do  not  seek  the 
protection  of  refrigerators  for  shortcomings  in  preparation  and  handling, 
many  of  these  foods  being  ideal  for  the  growth  and  spread  of  infection. 

In  view  of  the  improved  bacteriological  quality  of  these  food 
products,  it  is  particularly  important  that  the  housewife  maintains  this 
quality  by  correct  storage  and  handling.  In  this  connection  we  welcome 
the  production  of  the  leaflet  setting  out  the  salient  points  of  food 
hygiene  in  the  home. 

(4)  "DEEP  FREEZE"  FOOD  FACILITIES 


A  matter  of  some  concern  is  the  lack  of  attention  which  is  paid  in 
some  shops  to  the  correct  use  of  deep  freeze  cabinets.  Food  stored  and 
transported  under  good  conditions  by  the  manufacturers  is  occasionally 
left  waiting  to  be  placed  in  the  deep  freeze  and  then  only  too  often 
placed  above  the  "load-line". 

Another  practice  to  be  deplored  is  the  display  of  deep  frozen  foods 
outside  the  deep  freeze  cabinets  and  one  cannot  help  suspecting  that  if 
the  food  remains  unsold  it  is  replaced  in  the  "deep  freeze". 

Both  these  practices  lead  at  least  to  a  deterioration  in  the  quality 
of  the  food  and  at  worst  to  the  growth  of  food  poisoning  organisms.

(6)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1938 


There  are  three  private  slaughterhouses  in  regular  use  in  Northwich 
and  at  each  conditions  are  satisfactory.  Two  possess  chilling  rooms 
immediately  adjacent  to  the  slaughter  hall,  and  the  third  has  facilities 
for  the  cooling  of  carcases,  with  refrigeration  immediately  available 
when  the  meat  has  cooled. 

(7)  MEAT  INSPECTION  REGULATIONS 


One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained,  all 
carcases  being  stamped.  The  pattern  of  slaughtering  is  unchanged,  with 
some  evening  and  Saturday  meat  inspection,  but  only  very  occasional 
Sunday  slaughtering. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations  1966,  came 
into  operation  on  the  30th  September.  After  consultation  with  the 
owners  of  the  three  slaughterhouses  the  hours  of  slaughter  were  fixed  as 
follows  :- 

Monday  to  Friday  -  8.30.a.m.  to  5»30.p.m. 

Saturday  -  7*30. a. m.  to  12.30.p.m. 

Sunday  -  No  slaughtering 

Provision  was  also  made  for  exceptional  demands  for  slaughtering 
due  to  special  circumstances. 

The  quality  of  meat  slaughtered  and  sold  in  Northwich  is  of  a  high 
standard.  In  the  case  of  cattle,  the  condemned  meat  consisted  mainly 
of  offal,  and,  except  in  a  small  percentage  of  pigs,  there  was  no 
evidence  of  tuberculosis.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and 
inspected  is  less  than  the  previous  year,  and  787  visits  were  made  for 
meat  inspection  purposes.

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  food  trade  in  Northwich  continues 
to  be  reasonably  satisfactory. 

The  public  has  an  important  part  to  play  in  this,  and  the  department 
welcomes  observations  from  the  public  where  they  feel  that  conditions  are 
unsatisfactory . 

The  new  Market  Hall  was  opened  in  May,  1 966 ,  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  it  will  be  a  shopping  asset  to  the  town.  From  a  public  health 
point  of  view  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  market  complies  with  the 
Food  Hygiene  (Market,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations,  1966. 
These  become  operative  on  the  1st  January,  1967*  All  food  kiosks  in  the 
market  hall  have  a  sink,  wash  basin  and  hot  and  cold  water. 

In  addition  to  the  new  Market  Hall,  facilities  have  been  provided  for 
use  of  stallholders  in  the  outside  market.  Adequate  facilities  for  the 
washing  and  sorting  of  food  and  equipment  are  readily  available,  together 
with  wash  basins  for  personal  hygiene.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Report  for  19 66. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  progress  on  several  fronts.  Administratively 
a  new  look  has  been  taken  at  many  aspects  of  the  office  routine,  and  there 
has  been  a  systematic  review  of  the  present  circumstances  of  the  many  patients 
for  whom  there  are  files  in  existence.  All  this  work,  although  time  consuming, 
is  resulting  in  a  greater  overall  efficiency  in  the  administration  of  the 
Divisional  Health  Services. 

As  a  result  of  deliberate  policy,  increasing  numbers  of  elderly  persons 
are  being  referred  to  the  Domestic  Help  Service  as  requiring  assistance  in 
running  their  homes.  With  the  ever  increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  in 
the  community,  this  service  will  have  an  increasingly  important  part  to  play 
in  enabling  elderly  infirm  persons  to  continue  to  live  at  hone.  A  most 
important  adjunct  to  this,  is  the  provision  of  suitable  housing  for  the  elderly. 
The  grouped  flatlet  unit  built  in  Weaverhan  by  the  Northwich  Rural  District 
Council  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Welfare  Department  has  proved  to  be 
very  successful.  It  is  pleasing  to  note,  that  similar  units  and  further 
bungalow  schemes  are  being  planned  in  various  other  parts  of  the  Division,  and 
the  importance  of  such  schemes  cannot  be  over  emphasised.  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  appendix,  there  are  numerous  elderly  persons  clubs  in  the  area.  I 
hope  that  it  will  be  possible  this  year  that  each  club  will  be  held  at  least 
once  per  week  and  that  where  they  are  not  already  in  existence,  Luncheon  Clubs 
will  be  started  to  serve  each  area  of  the  Division. 

The  Northwich  branch  of  the  Salvation  Amy  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
starting  a  sheltered  workshop  for  the  elderly.  It  is  anticipated  that 
during  the  coming  year  arrangements  will  be  made  for  younger  Physically 
Handicapped  persons  to  attend  it  on  a  different  morning.  This  will,  I  hope, 
be  the  beginning  of  providing  suitable  work  facilities  for  the  severely 
Physically  Handicapped  in  the  Division. 

With  the  blessing  of  the  Geriatric  Consultants  and  Local  Medical  Committee 
an  "Elderly  Persons  Health  advisory  Clinic"  has  been  started.  This  could,  if 
it  is  accepted  and  made  use  of  by  the  elderly,  make  a  most  useful  contribution 
to  maintaining  and  improving  the  health  and  happiness  of  the  elderly  in  the 
Division. 

The  Cervical  Smear  Clinic  became  well  established  during  the  year,  but 
as  can  be  seen  from  the  text  of  this  report,  those  women  most  at  risk  are 
amongst  the  poorest  attenders.  However,  I  hope  that  as  the  facilities 
increase  for  these  tests,  the  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  will  be 
able  to  persuade,  by  a  personal  approach,  those  who  are  somewhat  loath  to 
attend . 

The  County  Council  Scheme  offering  free  Family  Planning  Advice  through 
the  Family  Planning  Association  Clinics  to  women  requiring  it  on  medical  grounds, 
came  into  operation  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  initial  demand  for  this 
service  has  been  very  limited. 

The  immunisation  scheme  offering  protection  against  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis 
and  where  appropriate  Diphtheria  to  all  school  children  in  the  Division,  made 
fairly  good  progress.  The  latter  can,  however,  be  improved  upon  but  extra 
clerical  assistance  will  be  required  to  complete  this  scheme  in  a  reasonable 
time,  and  at  the  same  time,  maintain  a  high  level  of  immunity  amongst  children 
entering  school  for  the  first  time. 


The  services  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  have  progressed  extremely 
well,  there  being  ideal  co-operation  between  the  statutory  and  voluntary 
services.  The  Mid-Cheshire  Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  had 
a  very  successful  year  and  is  awaiting  the  delivery  of  a  special  vehicle 
with  a  hydraulic  lift.  This  will  be  most  useful  in  supplementing  idle 
present  County  Council  and  voluntary  transport  for  the  Highfield  Club,  and 
will,  we  hope,  also  be  available  for  taking  Physically  Handicapped  elderly 
persons  to  their  local  Old  Peoples  Cj.ubs  and  also,  to  serve  extensions  of 
the  activities  of  the  Highfield  Clubs  activities. 

Co-operation  with  other  Health  and  Social  workers  has  been  on  the  whole 
very  satisfactory.  A  most  welcome  development  has  been  the  organisation 
of  luncheon  discussion  meetings  at  which  senior  members  of  voluntary  and 
statutory  bodies  working  in  the  Health  and  Social  Work  fields  meet  to  discuss 
their  work  and  the  various  problems  which  face  society  today. 

I  could  not  close  this  foreword  without  expressing  ny  personal 
appreciation  to  two  colleagues  who  left  the  area  during  the  year,  Mrs.  Davenport 
Supervisor  of  the  Junior  Training  Centre,  and  Miss  Tweedle,  Acting  Area 
Welfare  Officer,  both  of  whom  made  particularly  valuable  contributions  to 
the  services  contributing  to  the  health  of  persons  living  in  Mid-Cheshire. 

Finally,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  interest 
and  support  during  the  year,  and  Mr.  Durrad,  Mr.  Large  and  the  members  of 
the  Divisional  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

HEALTH  EDUCATION 


During  Mental  Health  Week  two  public  meetings  were  organised  by  the 
Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  the  subject  discussed  being  'Community  Care', 

The  Meeting  at  Northwich  was  particularly  successful  and  one  looks  forward 
to  further  expansion  of  this  aspect  of  Health  Education. 

No  other  major  projects  were  organised  but,  of  course,  a  great  deal  of 
"Health  Education",  at  its  most  effective  level  is  carried  out  during  the  day 
to  day  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  and  nursing  staff. 

There  is,  however,  a  need  to  expand  our  work  in  this  most  important 
preventive  work,  and  I  hope,  that  some  tine  in  the  future,  it  will  be  possible 
to  appoint  a  Health  Education  Officer  to  undertake  it. 


OLD  PEOPLES  HEALTH  ADVISORY  CLINICS 

The  first  of  the  above  clinics  was  held  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  At 
the  request  of  the  County  Welfare  Officer,  the  initial  sessions  were  held  at 
Weaver  Hall.  This  provided  a  most  useful  opportunity  to  review  the  health  of 
the  residents  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  apart  from  the  degenerative 
conditions  one  must  expect  in  the  very  elderly,  the  health  of  the  residents  was 
remarkably  good. 

In  1967  it  is  intended  to  make  this  service  available  to  all  persons  over 
the  age  of  sixty-five.  The  clinics  are  essentially  based  on  the  fact  that  has 
been  demonstrated  by  several  surveys  i.e.,  that  a  substantial  percentage  of 
elderly  persons  suffer  from  defects  which  are  unknown  to  their  family  doctors. 

If  treatment  or  advice  can  be  given  at  an  early  stage,  a  return  to  normal  health 
or  at  least  prevention  of  further  deterioration  is  often  possible.  It  must  be 
emphasised  that  this  is  a  service  to  supplement  the  family  doctor,  no  treatment 
will  be  given  and  full  information  will  be  forwarded  to  tho  patients  own  dootor. 


CERVICAL  SMEAR  CLINICS 


Hiese  clinics  became  well  established  during  the  year,  the  demand  for 
appointments  exceeding  the  facilities  available.  It  has,  in  fact,  been 
necessary  to  limit  the  publicity  given  to  this  service  as  the  resulting  demand 
would  have  proved  an  embarrassment.  Even  so,  the  average  waiting  period  for 
an  appointment  has  been  four  to  six  weeks. 

The  response  up  to  now  has  been  from  younger  married  women  in  the  middle 
and  upper  social  groups.  This,  whilst  not  unexpected,  is  disappointing,  as 
it  is  those  groups  who  are  most  reluctant  to  attend  who  suffer  the  highest 
incidence  of  cancer  of  the  cervix. 

However,  now  that  the  initial  public  demand  has  been  satisfied,  I  hope 
that  a  personal  approach  from  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  will  result 
in  the  more  reluctant  being  persuaded  to  attend  either  the  clinic  or  their 
own  doctor  for  this  veiy  simple  test.

Dysentery  (  Winsford  ) 

In  July  information  was  received  that  there  had  been  cases  of  diarrhoea  and 
vomiting  at  a  primary  school  in  Winsford.  Preliminary  investigations  showed 
that  fourteen  children  and  a  member  of  the  canteen  staff  were  affected. 

Immediate  precautions  relating  to  personal  hygiene  were  instituted  and  the 
General  Practitioners  informed  of  the  drug  sensitivity  of  the  organism. 

As  result  of  the  action  taken  there  was  only  a  limited  spread  of  the 
infection,  in  all  17  children  and  4  adults,  and  a  total  of  13  families  being 
affected. 

The  initial  cases  were  confined  to  one  class  and  investigations  showed 
that  the  probable  source  of  infection  was  one  of  the  children  in  this  class 
who  had  been  ill  one  week  before  the  outbreak.  The  canteen  assistant  was 
infected  at  the  same  time  as  the  initial  wave  of  cases,  and  was  connected  with 
this  class  in  that  she  served  their  dinners  and  must  have  been  infected  by  the 
original  case. 

This  small  outbreak  emphasises  the  constant  need  to  maintain  the  highest 
standards  of  personal  hygiene  to  prevent  the  spread  of  these  highly  infectious 
diseases. 

Dysentery  (  Northwich  Rural  District  ) 

The  three  cases  notified  were  isolated  incidents  and  were  not  confirmed 
bacteriologically. 

Paratyphoid  B 

A  child  living  in  Weaverham  was  notified  as  suffering  from  p- Typhoid  B  Fever. 
This  was  at  the  time  strongly  suspected  because  of  the  results  of  blood  tests, 
but  subsequent  test3  made  the  initial  diagnosis  doubtful.  Extensive  investigations 
were  made  but  no  other  cases  or  possible  source  of  infection  were  found. 


Non-Pulnonary  Tuberculosis 


It  is  unusual  these  days  to  have  three  notifications  of  Non-Pulnonary 
Tuberculosis  during  the  course  of  one  year  and  I  append  below  details  of  the 
cases . 


Northwtch  Rural  District  -  a  child  found  to  be  suffering  fron  infected 
glands  of  the  neck.  Investigations  showed  that  the  family  were  in  the 
habit  of  buying  occasional  cartons  of  unpasteurised,  nilk. 

With  the  co-operation  of  Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food,  it  was  found  that  three  of  the  cows  in 
the  herd  fron  which  the  nilk  supply  xv'as  obtained,  reacted  to  the 
tuberculin  test.  These  cows  wore  slaughtered  but  no  evidence  of 
clinical  tuberculosis  found.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  farm¬ 
workers  to  have  Chest  X-Rays  in  case  one  of  then  had  introduced  the 
infection  into  the  herd.  Their  X-Rays  were,  however,  satisfactory, 

Winsford  Urban  District  -  a  young  woman  found  to  have  a  tuberculous 
infection  of  the  lining  of  the  wonb. 

Middlewich  Urban  District  -  a  woman  found  to  be  suffering  fron  a  re¬ 
activation  of  infection  in  a  cervical  lynph  gland,  this  having  been 
quiescent  for  many  years. 

Pulnonary  Tuberculosis 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  is  a  result  of  the  clinical 
follow  up  of  cases  discovered  during  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Survey 
which  took  place  in  the  latter  half  of  1965.  It  is  sobering  to  think  of  the 
number  of  persons  at  present  fit  and  well,  who  will  be  infected  by  those 
unknown  cases  of  tuberculosis  who ,  for  one  reason  or  another,  nade  no  effort 
to  attend  the  units  when  tney  visited  the  area.

The  fom  of  the  statistical  tables  has  been  slightly  altered  this  year 
to  show  the  increase  in  the  work  carried  out  at  clinics  and  schools.  In  addition 
to  the  numbers  quoted  1507  children  were  in  the  course  of  having  immunisation 
procedures  completed  at  school  at  the  year  end.  The  figures  for  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  are  separated  from  the  main  table  as  there  was  a  "Polio"  scare  in 
1 965  which  stimulated  a  strong  public  demand  for  polio  vaccination.  In  view 
of  this,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  almost  the  same  number  of  children  were 
protected  against  Poliomyelitis  in  the  year  under  review  as  in  1965.

In  that  they  show  an  increasing  number  of  children  protected  the  above 
figures  are  satisfactory,  but  they  can  and  should  be  improved  upon. 

The  three  most  important  points  to  be  considered  are:- 


1 .  That  by  the  end  of  1  966  only  68^  of  the  children  bom  in  1  964  had 
been  protected  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  - 
only  677®  of  the  children  born  in  1 969  had  been  protected  against 
Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  -  only  25 f°  of  the  children 
bom  in  1966  had  been  protected  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis . 

It  is  hoped  that  the  birth  and  immunisation  records  for  children 
born  in  1967  will  be  transferred  to  the  County  computer.  It  will 
then  be  possible  for  a  very  comprehensive  administrative  cover  to  be 
given  to  those  children  whose  parents  have  indicated  that  they  wish 
then  to  be  immunised.  Appointments  and  re-appointments  for  immunisation 
will  automatically  be  sent  out.  It  has  been  found  in  other  areas 
that  this  administrative  cover  results  in  a  substantial  increase  in 
the  number  of  children  immunised  and  vaccinated. 


2.  As  members  will  remember,  approval  was  given  in  1969  for  the 
employment  of  a  temporary  clerk  for  18  hours  per  week  to  organise 
the  school  immunisation  programme.  Experience  has  shown  that  due 
to  the  administrative  complexity  of  organising  this  scheme  it  will 
not  be  possible  to  complete  our  programme  in  a  reasonable  time 
without  additional  clerical  time. 

9.  To  maintain  the  improving  immunisation  state  in  our  schools, 
we  should  now  be  turning  our  attention  to  ensuring  that  all  school 
entrants  are  fully  protected  during  their  first  year  at  school. 
Until  additional  clerical  help  is  available  it  is  not  possible  to 
do  this,  in  addition  to  pursuing  our  major  programme. 
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b.c.g.  vaccination 


For  the  first  year  since  1961  there  was  a  drop  in  the  percentage  of 
parents  consenting.  However,  a  study  of  the  numbers  counted  as  refusals 
has  shown  that  a  higher  percentage  of  consent  forms  than  usual,  have  not 
been  returned  by  parents.  This  is  a  feature  which  will  be  investigated 
further  in  1 967 . 

The  drop  in  the  number  of  Tuberculin  positive  children  reflects  the 
increasing  numbers  of  children  who  have  not  been  infected  with  tuberculosis 
during  childhood.  This  in  turn  stresses  the  need  for  these  children  to  be 
protected  against  this  disease  in  order  that  their  resistance  is  high  when 
they  leave  the  sheltered  environment  of  their  school.

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SERVICES  FOR  THE  PHYSICALLY  HiiNDICAPPED 


The  services  for  the  physically  handicapped  are  based  on  a  combination 
of  the  efforts  of  part-time  Occupational  Therapists  (  a  total  of  six  sessions 
per  week  )  and  members  of  the  Voluntary  Services  in  the  Division.  The  latter 
play  a  particularly  important  part  in  the  running  cf  this  particular  service 
and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  record  the  close  harmony  which  exists  between 
the  statutory  and  voluntary  workers  and  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
unstinting  help  which  is  given.  In  this  connection  the  members  of  the 
W.R.V.S.,  Mid-Cheshire  Association  for  the  Physically  Handicapped,  British 
Red  Cross  Society  and  Rotary  Club  have  been  particularly  helpful,  but  of 
course,  there  have  been  other  organisations  and  many  individuals  who  have 
helped . 

When  information  is  received  that  a  person  may  benefit  from  any  of  the 
services  for  the  physically  handicapped,  arrangements  are  made  for  an 
Occupational  Therapist  to  visit.  She  goes  essentially  as  a  Social  Worker 
with  a  specialised  knowledge  of  aids  and  adaptations  and  initially  makes  a 
full  assessment  of  the  social  background  of  the  patient  in  addition  to  the  need 
for  aids,  adaptations  and  the  other  services  by  which  the  physically  handicapped 
can  be  assisted. 

This  initial  assessment  forms  the  backbone  of  our  services  and  it  is 
from  this  point  that  the  arrangements  are  made  for  aids,  adaptations,  home 
help,  chiropody,  attendance  at  social,  handicraft  or  music  club  sessions,  etc. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  that  persons  over 
the  age  of  60  do  not  join  the  Highfield  Club  for  the  Physically  Handicapped 
and  I  an  sure  that  this  has  contributed  to  the  success  of  that  club.  Every 
effort  is  made,  however,  to  ensure  that  elderly  handicapped  persons  are  able 
to  attend  their  local  Old  People's  Club,  of  which  there  are  a  large  number  in 
the  Mid-Cheshire  Division. 

As  the  County  Council  services  have  become  better  known  and  more  and  more 
people  have  benefited  from  them,  so  the  numbers  requesting  help  have  increased. 

In  addition  where  Doctors'  notes  supporting  housing  applications  are  sent  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  assessment,  all  cases  which  appear  to  have  some 
physical  handicap  are  referred  to  the  Occupational  Therapist  for  further 
investigation. 

Social  Provisions  -  Highfield  Club  for  the  Physically  Handicapped 

The  social  provisions  for  the  physically  handicapped  are  all  arranged  as 
extensions  .of  the  Highfield  Club.  The  constitution  of  the  Club  lays  down 
that  in  addition  to  representatives  of  the  Voluntary  Services  and  Divisional 
Health  Comnittee  the  Club  members  are  represented  and  it  is  pleasing  to'  note  the 
increasingly  important  part  that  the  Club  representatives  are  playing  on  the 
Committee  and  in  the  running  of  the  Clubte  numerous  activities. 

a.  Social  Club 

The  Social  Club  continues  to  meet  on  alternate  weeks  and  the  Club 
Committee  have  bought  from  their  own  funds,,  equipment  for  various  types 
of  games.  The  members  of  the  W.R.V.S.  continue  to  give  a  very  considerable 
amount  of  help  in  the  running  of  this  Club,  and  I  would  particularly  like 
to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Litler  and  Mrs.  Stott  for  their  help. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  meetings,  a  day  trip  to  Blackpool,  visits  to  the 
"Sound  of  Music"  (Manchester),  "Desert  Song"  (Khutsford),  "Oklahoma" 
(Northwich)  and  "Old  People's  Frolics"  (Northwich) ,  were  arranged,  together 
with  a  Christmas  Party  and  the  traditional  Christmas  dinner  at  the  Adult 
Training  Centre,  Northwich.  The  finals  of  the  W.R.V.S.  County  Bulb 
Competition  were  held  at  a  Club  meeting  and  at  Christmas,  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Northwich,  and  management  and  staff  of 
Woolworths,  Northwich,  an  evening's  Christmas  shopping  was  arranged  for 
Club  members. 
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b.  Handicraft  Group 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  of  Club  attendances  there  was  a 
further  increase  in  the  membership  of  this  group.  Fortunately,  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Education  Department,  it  has  been  possible  to 
obtain  the  assistance  of  a  second  Handicraft  Teacher.  Due  to  the 
enthusiastic  co-operation  of  relatives  and  friends  there  has  not  been 
any  difficulty  during  the  year  of  disposing  of  nearly  all  the  handicrafts 
produced  by  the  group. 

c.  Cultural  Evening  Group 

This  Group  organised  in  co-operation  with  the  Mid-Cheshire  Association 
for  the  Physically  Handicapped  has  proved  to  be  most  successful.  I 
think  it  would  be  fair  comment  to  say  that  it  has  made  an  important 
contribution  to  widening  the  horizons  of  many  of  the  members  who  attend. 
The  Group  is  in  two  parts,  a  "music"  section  where  singing  and  the  use  of 
percussion  instruments  is  pursued  and  an  "art"  section  where,  with  the 
assistance  of  Mr.  George  Rowly,  a  voluntary  member  of  the  Association, 
an  amazingly  high  standard  of  competence  is  being  achieved.  We  were 
particularly  honoured  in  that  one  of  the  members  of  this  group  had  a 
charcoal  sketch  published  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer,

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CAR  BADGES  FOR  THE  DISABLED  DRIVERS 


Persons  who  are  seriously  handicapped  and  can  only  walk  a  very  limited 
distance  are  eligible  to  receive  on  application,  two  stick-on  car  badges 
identifying  then  as  physically  handicapped.  This  schene  was  introduced  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  an  effort  to  assist  such  drivers  to  receive  extra 
consideration  when  parking,  but  it  nust  be  renenbered  that  possession  of  the 
badges  does  not  confirm  any  legal  rights  whatsoever. 

Rather  surprisingly  no  applications  were  received  during  the  year  and 
the  co-operation  of  the  press  will,  therefore,  be  enlisted  in  1967  to  make 
the  details  of  this  scheme  nore  widely  known. 

SPECIAL  HOUSING 


Three  of  the  District  Councils  are  planning  to  build  special  bungalows 
for  the  disabled  and  N^rthwich  Urban  District  Council  completed  such  a 
bungalow  during  the  year. 

ADAPTATIONS  TO  PROPERTY 


The  undermentioned  adaptations  to  property  have  been  carried  out  during 
1966  and  I  would  like  here  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Surveyors  of  the 
four  District  Councils  in  the  Division  who  have  always  given  enthusiastic 
advice  and  assistance  in  the  design  and  execution  of  these  alterations.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

Compared  with  some  other  Divisions  in  the  County  the  number  of  cases 
helped  per  thousand  population  has  always  been  relatively  small  in  Mid-Cheshire. 
Efforts,  therefore,  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  to  bring  to  the  attention 
of  Doctors,  Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  etc.,  the  very  valuable  help  which  the 
Home  Help  Service  can  give  to  the  elderly.  Many  elderly  and  infirm  people, 
can,  with  this  help,  continue  to  live  in  their  own  homes,  a  fact  which  gives 
them  added  happiness  and  saves  the  community  the  considerable  costs  of  providing 
the  residential  accommodation  they  would  otherwise  require. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table,  this  policy  has  resulted  in  a 
38?°  increase  in  the  number  of  elderly  persons  helped  during  the  year,  and 
associated  with  this,  a  36/°  increase  in  the  number  of  hours  worked  for  the 
aged  and  infirm. 

This,  of  course,  resulted  in  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the 
workload  of  the  Domestic  Help  Supervisor  and  to  assist  with  this,  the  County 
Health  Committee  authorised  the  appointment  of  an  additional  half-time 
Supervisor.

JUNIOR  TRAINING  CENTRE  -  I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  Dolan,  Supervisor  for  the 

following  report. 

The  children  in  the  Centre  have  continued  to  make  steady  progress 
throughout  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  usual  educational  and  social 
activities  of  the  Centre,  an  interesting  feature  has  been  the  attendance 
of  senior  girls  of  the  Hartford  Secondary  School,  a  development  which  has 
been  of  considerable  benefit  to  both  groups  of  children.  It  is  hoped  that 
in  1967  pupils  from  the  Centre  will  attend  the  Hartford  Secondary  Schools 
to  join  in  P.E,  and  handicraft  classes. 

A  Carol  Service  was  held  at  the  Centre  on  December  14th.  when  approximately 
one  hundred  and  twenty  people  attended.  The  children  had  their  party  on 
December  19th.  when  the  girls  from  the  fourth  form  of  Hartford  Secondary  Modem 
came  along  and  joined  in. 

We  have  had  numerous  visitors  at  the  Centre  during  the  year.  Quite  a 
few  of  these  have  been  young  girls  who  are  leaving  school  and  are  interested 
in  working  with  children.  This  is  very  heartening,  as  there  is  a  shortage 
of  trained  people  in  this  field  of  work. 

ADULT  TRAINING  CENTRE  -  I  am  indebted  to  Miss  Davenport,  Deputy  Superintendent 

for  the  following  report. 

Throughout  the  year,  there  has  been  continued  improvement  in  work  output 
and  social  behaviour. 

The  boys  receive  instruction  in  the  use  of  a  wide  variety  of  woodworking, 
tools  and  machinery,  and  by  the  use  of  jigs  and  special  tools  have  produced 
many  saleable  goods,  e.g. ,  childrens  chairs,  upholstered  in  mocquette  and 
vyanide,  collapsible  cloths  maidens,  occasional  tables,  plant  stands,  deck 
chairs,  fishing  stools,  upholstered  stools. 

A  large  quantity  of  vegetables  have  been  produced  as  a  result  of  the 
trainees  work  in  the  kitchen  garden.  The  trainees  also  contribute  to  industry 
by  means  of  contract  work,  including  the  making  of  simple  wire  loops  for  use 
in  plastic  dipping,  the  assembly  and  sorting  of  various  small  components 
required  in  the  electrical  industry,  and  folding  leaflets  for  a  Mail  Order  firm. 
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The  girls  receive  instruction  in  Domestic  Science,  including  Cookery 
and  Laundry,  Personal  Hygiene  including  hairdressing,  makeup  and  manicure. 

In  addition,  embroidery,  machine  sewing,  soft  toy  making  and  knitting  have 
been  undertaken  with  great  success.  A  new  idea  has  been  the  making  of  baby’s 
matching  coats,  bonnets  and  pram  sets. 

Recreation  consists  of  P.T.,  football,  cricket,  music  and  dancing,  and 
indoor  games  for  the  boys,  and  music  and  movement  to  Eileen  Fowler  records, 
rounders,  netball,  dancing  for  the  girls.  Some  of  the  girls  have  joined  the 
boys  for  their  weekly  visits  to  the  swimming  baths  during  the  summer. 

On  the  16th.  April,  1966  the  trainees  accompanied  by  members  of  staff 
went  on  a  weeks  holiday  to  St.  Annes  organised  by  the  Parents  Association. 

This  was  a  tremendous  success  and  was  throughly  enjoyed  by  everyone. 

In  June,  the  Junior  Centre  had  a  Sports  Day.  During  this,  the  girls 
gave  a  display  of  Music  and  Movement,  and  the  boys  had  a  Tug  of  War. 

In  July,  the  Centre  went  on  a  day  trip  to  Southport,  this  too  was  very 
much  enjoyed. 

In  September  Mr.  Boocock,  Superintendent  temporarily  left  the  Training 
Centre  to  embark  on  a  yearfe  training  course  at  Birmingham,  arrangements 
being  made  for  Mr.  Farrington,  Superintendent  Altrincham  A.T.C.,  to  visit 
the  Centre  during  Mr.  Boocock’ s  absence. 

A  bonfire  and  fireworks  display  was  held  on  November  4th, 

During  the  week  before  Christmas  the  Centre  had  Christmas  dinner,  a 
Christmas  Party  and  a  full  length  Walt  Disney  film.  The  Centre  closed  on 
Friday  23rd,  December,  1966.
